Thomas E. Finegan, State Superin­ 
tendent of Public 
Instruction, fol­ 
lowing an address Saturday 
before 
2000 school teachers assembled here 
for summer instruction, indorsed the 
movement 
to 
make 
Pennsylvania j 
State College the Pennsylvania State 
University and the plan of President 
John M. Thomas to expand this in­ 
stitution through the 
raising of a 
$2,000,000 fund so that it may ac­ 
commodate a larger number of stu- ! 
dents. 
“We shall not accord to the boys 
and girls of Pennsylvania equal edu­ 
cational opportunities until there is 
ere ted somewhere in this Common­ 
wealth the kind of institution which 
Dr. Thomas has pointed out,” said 
Dr. Finegan. 
“Now, where shall we 
have this institution’ 
Why, put it, 
of course, in the very centre of the 
Commonwealth. 
I think that every 
college and university in Pennsyl­ 
vania will be benefited by the de­ 
velopment and 
completion 
of 
the 
plans which have been outlined by 
Dr. Thomas.” 
Dr. Finegan, in his address to the 
teachers, said that public .education in 
Pennsylvania bas made great strides 
in the past two years. 
Salaries of 
teachers have been raised to such an 
extent, he said, that “the market for 
Pennsylvania teachers in New Jersey 
is now closed.” 
During the year be­ 
fore that, stated Dr. Finegan, 122,- 
000 boys and girls in this state did 
not attend school, while in the year 
just closed, the first year of the com­ 
pulsory education law, the number 
had been cut by 136,000.

Pennsylvania 
teachers attending the summer ses­ 
sions of the normal schools, colleges 
and universities of the State, he said, 
thus making a record “not equaled 
in this country at any tim e.” 
“I am looking forward,” said Dr. 
Finegan, “to the first day of Sep­ 
tember, 1927, when ail nut teachers 
will have the equivalent of a normal 
school or a college education. Penn­ 
sylvania must do more than to be 
content to stand first in agriculture, 
industry and finance. 
It must also 
stand first in education.”

LESSON TEXT.—Jer, 24. 
GOLDEN TEXT.—Amend your ways and 
your doings, and obey the voioe of the 
Lord.—Jer. 28:11

Brave Prophet.

1. 
Jeremiah’* Solemn Warning to 
Judah (vv. 1-7). • 
The Lord commanded him to stand 
In a conspicuous place In the temple 
and proclaim the Judgment which wa* 
about to fall upon them because of 
their sins. The object was to provoke 
them to repentance (v. 8). If they 
would not repent, God would make 
the temple as Shiloh (v. 6). 
Just ae 
Shiloh was once the dwelling place 
of the Lord and now fallen Into decay 
and abandoned, so will It be with the 
temple. 
Jeremiah was sen! to speak 
the words the Lord had told him and 
not to diminish a word. 
II. Jeremiah on Trial (vt. 8-11). 
1. Cause of Arrest (v. 8). 
It wnt 
for faithfully speaking all that the 
Lord had commanded. 
The one who 
speaks boldly what God command! 
shall be opposed. The time-server and 
self-seeker will not stand for such a 
ministry. 
2. The Charge (vv. 8, 9). It was a 
capital clime. They said, “Thou ahalt 
surely die.” 
His guilt according to 
their charge was twofold: (I) Pre­ 
tending to apeak for God; (2) Speak­ 
ing against the temple and the city. 
According to their charge be was 
guilty of blasphemy and sacrilege. 
8. 
The Princes Sit in Judgment 
(tv. IO, ll) . 
When the excitement 
reached the ears of the princes they 
came to judge of the merits of the 
case. 
Matters of state were not en­ 
tirely in the hands of the priests and 
elders, but were partly controlled by 
members of the royal family. 
III. Jeremiah’s Defense (vv. 12-15). 
1. Reiterates His Divine Commis­ 
sion (v. 12). He had nothing to deny, 
but to repeat what he had said. 
He 
plainly told them that in opposing 
him they were opposing God, for he 
was God's messenger. 
2. His 
Exhortation 
(v. 13). 
He 
urged rhein to amend their ways and 
obey God, and God would not bring 
upon them judgment. 
Their threats 
did not cause him to suppress or 
soften his message. 
3. He Gave Himself Up (v. 14). He 
did not resist the powers of govern­ 
ment 
(Rom. 
13:1). 
Knowing 
that 
he was sent of God he was content to 
trust God for deliverance. He did not 
fear what man could do unto him. 
4. Warns 
of 
Fatal 
Consequence 
(v. lo). 
He frankly told them that 
God had sent him and if they killed 
him they would he guilty of defying 
God. 
Resistance to God's prophet 
would be resistance to God. 
Woe 
would not only fall upon them, hut 
the nation and city would suffer. 
IV. jeremiah 
Saved 
(vv. 
16-24), 
He was acquitted. 
God is able to 
raise up friends aud advocates from 
the ranks of those who oppose us. 
Ail hearts are in God's hands. 
1. Judgment of the Princes (v.10). 
They pronounced him not guilty, sa 
he had spoken in the uarne of the 
Lord. 
Jeremiah's 
words 
convinced 
them that he was speaking Hie truth. 
2. Speech of the Elders (vv. 17-23). 
As the princes probably represented 
the king, so the elders represented 
the people. 
The elders plead for Jeremiah and 
adduced several cases in Illustration: 
(I) Mieah (vv. 18. ID). Mi call had 
prophesied against Jerusalem, hut the 
Whig HezekiaU Instead of putting him 
tq death, repeated ami tin * 
turned 


aside'the punishment" wit I GIT waiTTtu- 
pendlug. 
(2) 
Urijah 
(vv. 
20-23), 
Urijah prophesied against the city and 
laud and thus incurred the wrath of 
Jeholakim, 
who 
brought him back 
from Egypt whence he had fled and 
slew him. 
Though all this was done, Judgment 
was net thus thwarted. Killing God's 
prophets does not prevent God’s Judg­ 
ment, but intensifies it. 
In the case 
of Hezekinh Gods judgments were 
turned 
aside 
through 
heeding 
the 
words of the prophet, and in the case 
of Jeholakim judgment fell upon the 
nation because of refusal arid mal­ 
treatment of' the prophet. 
3. Rescued 
by 
Ahikam 
(v. 
24). 
Ahikatn must have been a man of in­ 
fluence such as to be able to Interfere 
at such a time.
